People Forum 
Hears Âddbress 
By Strasser 

Cites Reasons 
Why Germany 
Cannot Win 



The People's Forum of Mont- 
real opened its 28th season last 
night in the Montreal .High 
School Auditorium, when a ca 
pacity crowd heard Dr. Otto 
Strasser, founder of the Black 
Front, and Cliairman of the 
Free German Movement, deliver 
his initial North American ad- 
dress on the subject, "Why 
Hitler CannoJ, Win,^t,hc^.War." 
Dr. Strasser was ititroduccd by 
Dr. Laurence Tombs, President 
of the Forum, who referred 
briefly to the speaker's writings 
and eventful life. 

Dr. Strasser in reviewing his 
reasons why Hitler cannot win the 
war listed them under three main 
headings, namely: military, econom 
Ic and morale. He declared that al- 
though the verdict may yet appear 
to be In the hands of fate. Hitler 
had lost the war a year ago. In 
leading to this conclusion he out- 
lined a series of the German Lead- 
er's military miscalculations, such 
as the idea that Britain would not 
fight, and culminating in the fail- 
ure of the German air offensive 
over Britain last year. This lalter 
battle he compared to the German

Dr. Jameson 
Addresses Meds 

Tells of Health , 
Conditions in 
England Today 

Sir Wilson Jameson, chief medi- 
cal officer of the Ministry of Health 
of Great Britain, addressed the 
members of the staff and medical 
studenta in the assembly halt of 
the McGIll Medical building at 
noon yesterday. He was Introduced 
by Dr. Fleming, former Dean of 
Faculty of Medicine and head of 
the department of Public Health. 

Dr. Jameson spoke on the exi- 
gencies, that have arisen on the 
matter of public health during the 
war, and recalled that at the be- 
ginning of the v.-ar everyone ex- 
pected a great number of casualties 
and epidemics to break out On the 
contrary, however, he said the 
English are not bothered by those; 
but it is the little annoying things 
that occurr dally that bother them; 
such as sending away their children 
to the country. Dr. Jameson assert- 
ed that the youngsters, on the 
whole, love the country and are 
greatly, benefiting by it, although 
their parenta'find it much too quiet 
and have returned to the city. 

Dr. Jameson stressed the three 
great changes brought about in the 
public health conditions ot England 
by the war: the change from the 
old form of. family life, the move- 
ment of large numbers ot children 
to the country, and lastly the dis- 
covery of the Gallup Poll— that 
more than 50 per cent, ot the peo- 
ple are In favour of having govern-

Let 
him assess candidly his position with re- 
gard to his classes and ascertain just how 
much study is required to keep him abreast 
of the work. Then, let him fill out his 
schedule with extra-curricular activities on 
> such lines as he pleases. 

The end of the first month of college 
is perhaps the ideal time to do this. If the 
student feels he is dangerously behind in 
•' his work, tlion he should, for his own 
benefit, face the admittedly unpleasant 
task of dropping some of his outside activi- 
ties. On the other hand, if he is keeping 
. well up in his studies, he may undertake 
further activities— providing he has the 
Spare time. If the Freshmen heed this 
rule, they need not fear the exams in April 
and May.

Its students have 
earned the right to draw attention, by the 
spectacular methods they have enoployed, 
to the work they aro doing and to the ob- 
ject they want to achieve.

During the last war a school of writing 
sprang up that was destined to become the 
"enfant terrible" of modem literature. H was 
the passion child ot confusion and abnegation 
and burst In upon a disillusioned world with 
a cry and a clangor that has been sounding 
«ver since. This is the Dadaist group, later to 
he called the Surrealists, 

Dadalsm was a queer special development 
of symbolism, growing directly out of the sym- 
bolist tradition, and based on the "Chants de 
Maldoror," a book of sadistic and scandalous 
visions by Isidore Ducasse, a writer ot the first 
symbolist, generation. But its only contribution 
to the' liierary world has been confusion. 

It came to the critics as a complete surprise 
and the Inevitable followed. The serious and 
naive said: "Behold! An arch-symbolisml", 
while the sceptical said: "Watch It, brother. 
They're selling you a pup!" The more ad< 
vanced symbolists were enthusiastically behind 
the latter. Edith Sitwcll, for Instance, alarmea 
that her "technical exercises" should be spoken 
of along with the work of some surrealists, 
goes out ot her way to slsnder them Into 
meaninglessncss. 

In its earliest stages, Dadaism was avowedly 
meaningless; it was Just a complete abnegation 
of established values. IJater, when its pro- 
tagonists took to automatic writing 'though still 
intent on the desjtruction of conventional liters* 
ure, they called themselves Surrealists and 
claimed adherence -to some sort of creed. 

In the words ot David Gascoyne, "It Is the 
avowed aim ot the surrealist movement to re- 
duce and finally to dispose -altogether of the 
flagrant contradictions that exist between 
dream and waking life, the 'unreal',^ and 
the 'real,' the unconscious and the conscious, 
and thus make ot what has hitherto been re- 
garded as the special domain ot poets, the 
acknowledged common property ot all" 

That is all very well, but just as seriously, 
In answer to the question "What is surreal- 
ism?", Andre Breton, a more active member ot 
the group, gives the lucid reply: "It is the cowl 
ot the hotel mouse dear to Victor Brauncrl" 

Unfortunately surrealism cannot be sum- 
marily dismissed, for the automatic writing 
that it postulates may be a highly advanced 
symbolist technique. Yet, because of Its in- 
timate^ connection with, Dadaism and systema- 
tic nonsehié, it cannot be freely accepted. It 
will remain, supposedly, a leering, Incoherent 
goblin, signifying little that is understandable 
to the layman, but to its devotees Indicating a 
healthy desire to break away from all conven- 
tions. 

Another borderline case that has con- 
tributed to the confusion of the modem writ- 
ing field is Miss Gertrude Stein, an authoress 
who has probably caused the downfall of more 
critics than any other literary person ot oiur 
times. Only one tnlng about Miss Stein Is cer- 
tain, though not too cértoin. She is nofa'sur- 
realist; she has a definite program of values 
that she tries to embody in her wrlUng. 
« She began as a realist, catching the rhythms 
and accents ot the minds ot her characters, 
with a stylo ot limpid' and slightly monotonous 
simplicity. But this soon fell into a "fatty de- 
generatlon." Her efforts became too conscious, 
and the rhythmic repetitions that were so suc- 
cessful at first were later carried to such Im- 
moderate lengths as to suggest some technique 
ot mesmerism. One tends to fall happily to 
sleep on reading her books ot this period. It 
must be said, however, that although most of 
her writing was queer and very boring, up to 
this point it was intelligible. 

But in her books written after 1914, her 
technique becomes an attempt to express the 
instinctive movements ot the mind through a 
language bared ot Its usual meaning. In this 
category are "Portrait of Mabel Dodge," "Ten- 
der Buttons," and "Four Saints in Three Acts," 
the IntelHglblllty of all three being very much 
in question. A tew samples trom the last men< 
tiond may be revealing. 

, 1. "To know to know to love her so, 

Four saints prepare for saints. It makes it 

well fish. ' Four sainU It makes it well fish." 
2. "The difference between saints forget 

mo-nots and mountains have to have to have 

to at a time." 

,Mr. George Jean Nathan finds a great deal 
of humour In this, and comes to the conclusion 
that "Gertie Is a very shrewd and sapient 
girl who deliberately plans her writing per- 
formances as absurdity, and who appreciates 
that It you keep up absurdity long enough, and 
with a perfectly straight face. thet« will always 
be critics who will mistake the 'tour de force' 
for some strange and Inscrutable kind ot way- 
ward genius." 

Strangely enough, there are many such 
critics, many at least who agree on the point 
that Miss Stein has genius. As for its way< 
wardness, Miss Stein's writing senna to be an 
excellent example of the symbolist movement 
carried to an- extreme. She has become too 
subjective, too completely out of touch with 
understandablllty and communication. She is 
the symbolist without the tempering Influences 
ot naturalism.'

Tchaikovsky Night. 

If you ask the average music listener to name 
his favourite composer, It's a good bet that he'll 
inunedlately reply: "Tchaikovsky, ot course." It 
appears that this great Russian 'master had that 
indefinable "something" which has endeared his 
music to the hearts ot millions throughout the 
world. 

Even the boys around Tin Pan Alley have 
gone for Peter Ilyltsch's music In a very big 
way. For during the past tew years', no fewer 
than eight of his tunes have been "moulded" 
Into "popular" songs. The latest of these is 
Tchaikovsky's B-flat Minor Piano Concerto 
which Is at present heading Tin Pan Alley's 
best-seller list under the titles ot "Tonight We 
Love" and "Concerto for Two." 

Tonight, music enthusiasts will have the rare 
opportunity of hearing two of Tchaikovsky's 
greatest works— his Symphonies No. 4 and 0 
played by two orchestras which are very 
worthy of Interpreting this fine music. 

Exactly forty-eighty years ago tonight, the 
great "Pathétique" Symphony (No. 8) was 
given its premiere performance in St. Peters 
burg under the composer's own baton. The 
NBC Symphony Orchestra, under Efrem Kurtz, 
brilliant Russian-bom conductor making his 
second guest appearance with the orchestra, 
will feature it on Its fourth concert of the 
present season which will be carried locally by 
Station CBF at 10.30 p.m. (The complete con- 
cert will be heard). The concert will consist of 
but one other selection, the Overture to Glinka's 
"Russian and Ludmllla," which will open the 
broadcast. 

Tchaikovsky's Symphony No. 4 will be play 
cd by the Toronto Symphony Orchestra under 
the direction of Its permanent conductor Sir 
Ernest MacmlUan (CBM 0,30) Sir Ernest will 
be remembered for his rendition of this Symph 
ony at one of last summer's concerts given at 
the Mt. Royal Chalet The Canadian soprano 
Jeanne Dusscau will be the soloist, singing a 
selection from "Weber's '"Oberon."

Intelligent direction, 
and a sympathetic cast, presented as an excep-

The story of "Thé IJitle Foxes" Is the story 
ot the Hubbard-GIddens family, and, more par; 
ticularly, of Hcgina Glddens, a symbol ot greed 
and the lust for power, one of the "little foxes" 
who eat the vines. It is the story of a con- 
suming egoism, a human will with the strength 
to absorb or conquer all opposition to It 

Bctt« Davis, starring as Rcglna, tho part 
created by Tallulah Bankhcad on the stage, 
brings to .the characterization a masteful under- 
standing and flawless technique. By the 
subtlety ot her playli^ she Is able to create an 
atmosphere ot malignant evil that a lesser act- 
ress would not have been able to convey. 

Herbert Marshall turns In a performance 
that should bo remembered as one ot the high- 
spots of his career. As Reglna's husband, a 
man sick and impotent in the face ot the tidal 
wave ot his wife's ambition, he acts with effec- 
tive restraint throughout 

Among many other noteworthy characteri- 
zations, that of Patricia ColUnge seems par- 
ticularly deserving ot mention. Miss Colllnge, 
imported from Broadway to play Birdie, 
Reghta's dlpsoroanlao sister-in-law, contributes 
a moving picture ot frustration and misery as a 
gentle,: Inadequate woman, caught In the filthy 
mire ot thè'^'family. 

"The Little Foxes" is a remarkable picture. 
There Is a successful blending of screen tech- 
nique and theatrical artistry. Instead of dis- 
torting tho vital spark ot the play, the. screen 
has expanded and displayed more fully the 
full power of this drama of personalities.

McGIU Students and the War 

Editor McGill Dally. 

Dear Sir,— The Interest that has 
been aroused by the prospect ot a 
McGIU Students' War Council has 
quite definitely provim that McGill 
students are anxious 'to adopt the 
most efTidcnt methods to ensure 
that their contribution to Victory 
and the utter annihilation ot fas- 
cism will be an effective one. 

We have learnt that nothing, save 
our own vigorous efforts can save 
us from destruction. Tills lesson has 
been hammered home by . the de- 
velopment of German fascism whose 
success has depended on the isola- 
tion and subsequent destruction of 
each victim. 

How real Is the threat to our own 
national security can and will be 
realized if we would reflect but for a 
moment upon the grave and untena- 
ble position Canada would be In if the 
resistance of the British people had 
been less resolute or tho fight of 
our allies, the Soviets, been less ob- 
stinately or skilfully conducted. 

As Canadians and students we 
are in this fight The fact that we 
are students puts an additional re- 
sponsibility upon us. We have had 
the opportunity to study, read and 
reflect more than others. The 
knowledge acquired Is Important at 
all times, but especially In the solu 
tlon of present war problems and 
will also be invaluable In the shap 
Ing of the post-war era. However, 
our knowledge can never be com' 
plete unless tempered and tested by 
experience today. Our sincerity In 
the attainment ot a juster and hap- 
pier world, can never be above 
question If our action for Victory 
in this our critical hour of National 
existence has been feeble. So let 
each of us offer concreté proposals 
to give dash, vision and colour to 
our eftertsl 

The frmatlon ot a War Council 
gives us this opportunity. As a re 
presentatlve body of McGill Stu- 
dents it will coordinate and direct 
the energies ot each of oiu: facul- 
ties, and clubs, and ot each one ot 
us. As an engineering student, 
am Interested in such problems as, 
"Industrial Efliciency in WarUmc 
Canada," "A Labour Policy In War- 
time," "The Need lor Trained Per- 
sonnel." I feel that it my knowl- 
edge wu deeper and more speçiflc 
on these questions I would more 
intelligently see my part in Can- 
ada's War Efïort both now and on 
graduation. It might be possible for 
our Engineering Undergraduate So- 
ciety to organize discussion and to 
get speakers to address us on these 
topics. . 

other faculties and groups could 
discuss other topics, whether they 
be questions of economics, the rolo 
of the sciences In democracies at 
war, or medical problems and so 
forth. The purpose ot this educa- 
tional program would be to give 
the students a clearer understand- 
ing ot what is expected from them 
and to prevent confusion today and 
upon graduation. (Cf. Letter from 
Howard White. Oct 21). 

Then, of course, we could con- 
tinue to conduct and extend our 
salvage campaigns, raising money 
lor the McGill War Fund to buy 
ambulances, guns, etc. and to sup- 
port the War Relief Program ot the 
Red (S'osa. 

All these^nyitles can be carried 
out If done in n bold and efficient 
manner through a War Council they 
will do much to bring honour to 
McGill students and to unite them 
closer with other Canadians, both 
in civilian life end in the Services, 
who today are sacrificing so much 
lor Victory.

GERMANIC SHOWS PHOTOS OF 
ONLY CITY WITHOUT SLUMS 

Stockholm's Architecture Is Mod- 
era, Planned By State 



Stockholm is one of the few 
cities In Europe which has not as 
yet felt the Imprint of the Nazi 
spiked boot and its modern archi- 
tecture, as exhibited In a series of 
photographs on display at the Ger- 
manic Museum, proves that the 
Swedes have made good use of 
their freedom. 

Perhaps the. only city In the 
world without large slum districts, 
Stockholm was fortunate enough to 
escape much of the dismal blight 
characteristic of industrial zones 
like Pittsburgh and Chicago during 
the depression. 

Program Begun in 1930 
The city planning and buUding 
program which makes the Swedish 
capital a number one town in ap- 
pearance was Inspired by the Stock- 
holm Exposition ot 1930. The pavil- 
ions were all designed by one archi- 
tect Professor E. G. Asplund, and 
showed the inilucncc of modern 
theories ot design, while they steer- 
ed well dear of the "modernistic" 
and exaggerated themes exploited 
by the recent Amerlcan^expositions. 

Over 30 per cent ôrstbckholm's 
buildings which were raised during 
the ten years following the dlsploy 
of Asplund's architecture in new 
public buildings were built accord- 
ing to the modem theories of 
deslgiujiîû^ 



Stockholm Is a city of rocky in- 
lets, clUIs, bays, lakes and forests 
as well as streets and buildings. 
Its planners arc making sure that 
the natural setting is not obliterated 
by cheap, sprawling Oats, anticipat- 
ing such a development with strict 
laws and government-financed pro- 
jects to relieve housing needs in 
other directions. 

Clean lines, simplicity, frank ex> 
pression ot materials and structure, 
and an unpretentious trimness are 
the characteristics of Sweden's 
fostered architecture. 

Within the. next few days stu< 
dents will have a last opportunity 
to see the display at the Germanlo 
Museum.— Harvard Crimson.
